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New store sparks 
congestion alert 


CONGESTION in Ely will 
become “worse than ever” 
when Sainsbury’s starts 
trading unless a roundabout 
is finally opened. 

That’s the message from 
highways bosses and councillors 
who are insisting the 
roundabout, at the end of King’s 
Avenue, should be opened. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
highways team will be meeting with 
bosses of major property developers 
Barratt Northampton to discuss the 
future of the roundabout. 

The roundabout, built by Barratt as 
part of the major housing scheme, was 
completed more than five years ago 
but has still not yet been opened. 

Residents and community leaders 
have been angry for years about the 
roundabout, which is out of action 
because Barratt has still not handed it 
over to the county council. 

But according to Barratt, the 
meeting has been organised for an 
opening date to finally be agreed. 

Mark Hadfield, the company’s 
technical director, said: “The remedial 
works to the roundabout have now 
been completed and we are meeting 
with Cambridgeshire County Council 
next week to agree an opening date.” 

Residents, including Ely’s mayor 
John Yates, are calling for the 
roundabout to be opened before 
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Sainsbury’s begins trading in the 
middle of this month, otherwise they 
insist the increased traffic in and 
around Lisle Lane and Broad Street as 
a result of the new superstore will be “a 
nightmare”. 

Cllr Yates said: “Traffic already is an 
issue in and around Broad Street and 
the city centre, and there is no doubt 
that Sainsbury’s is going to attract 
more vehicles, including delivery 
lorries. 

“If the roundabout is open, these 
deliveries and many motorists can get 
to and from the store without having 
to clog up Ely’s busy streets. Besides, 
the roundabout should have been 
open for years. It’s not fair for people 
to be kept waiting like they have.” 

District councillor Jeremy Friend- 
Smith, who represents Ely South ward, 
said: “The roundabout was completed 
in 2006 and yet here we are in 2012 
and it is still out of use. It’s been 
absolutely ages and it’s beyond a joke. 

"Sainsbury’s is due to open in mid- 
February and I think it’s a matter of 
urgency to get this roundabout open 
before then. If not, I fear congestion 
could become worse than ever.” 

A county council spokesman 
confirmed a meeting with Barratts had 
been arranged.

'Justice done’ as 
driver convicted

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THE families of the couple 
killed by a driver speeding 
at 120mph on the wrong 
side of the road hope his 
conviction will help them 
“some way along the path 
to recovery”. 

Ben Edwards, 26, was 
convicted last Wednesday of 
causing the deaths of Paul 
Adams, 40, and Kathryn Dunn, 
26, by dangerous driving. They 
had been driving to an airport for 
a Caribbean holiday 

The unanimous verdict, which 
took the jury two-and-a-half 
hours to reach, marked the end of 
the families’ five-year battle for 
justice. 

A joint statement by the 
relatives at the end of the three- 
day trial said: “It can’t bring Paul 
and Kathryn back to us. But 
knowing justice has finally been 
done may help us some way 
along the path to recovery from 
this dreadful event.” 

It added: “We are enormously 
grateful to everyone involved in 
securing this conviction, 
particularly the superb Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police force for their 
hard work and determination so 
long after this crime was

committed.” 

The crash happened on the 
A142 Fordham bypass on March 
11, 2007, when Edwards, then 22, 
of Northfield Road, Soham, was 
driving back from De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket. 

It was suggested in the trial that 


Edwards, who was thrown from 
his Mercedes SLK and needed 
months of hospital and 
rehabilitation treatment, may 
have been travelling faster than 
the 120mph impact speed in the 
lead-up to the crash. 

The couple, who were in a Mer¬ 


cedes CLK, died instantly. They 
had been together for six years. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
ordered psychological and pre¬ 
sentence reports ahead of 
sentencing on March 5 and told 
Edwards: “I fear you must expect 
a custodial sentence.”

A MAN with links to Ely is 
wanted by police in connection 
with an indecent assault on a 
child has featured on Crime- 
watch. 

Barry Brunton, 63, is wanted 
in connection with child sex 
offences which date back to the 
1970s. 

He worked in Hertfordshire 
at the time the offence is 
believed to have taken place, 
including as a choir master in 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

He was previously arrested in 
2003 for indecent assault on a 
child and was bailed pending 
further enquiries but he failed 
to answer return in early 2004.

DC Greg Wade, from the 
Child Abuse Investigation Unit, 
said: “We have carried out 
extensive enquiries and issued 


various media appeals to trace 
this man, and some of these 
enquiries have led us to make 
contact with countries as far 
afield as South East Asia. 
However these enquiries have 
so far proved negative. 

“We approached Crimewatch 
to help with the appeal and on 
Thursday night they showed a 
photo of him which was aged 
using a computer in order to 
show what he might look like 
now. I would like to appeal to 
anyone who may know of his 
whereabouts, or who may 
recognise him and be able to 
provide information which 
could help the enquiry.”

Opinion 
split on 
clinic bid 


NEWS that a private health¬ 
care clinic could be opened 
in Ely by Cherie Blair has 
received a mixed reaction. 

Some people have 
welcomed the plans but 
others say Ely’s population is 
not large enough to justify 
one of the clinics. 

Jenny Sullivan, of King’s 
Avenue, Ely, said: “I can see 
one of these clinics suc¬ 
ceeding in London or cities 
like Newcastle or Leeds but 
not in Ely. 

“I’m surprised Ely is even 
being considered in the first 
place. Ely is a small city. I 
don’t think there are enough 
people living here to warrant 
one of these clinics being 
built here.” 

Mrs Blair, the wife of 
former Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, is hoping to set up a 
nationwide chain of private 
health clinics in the UK. 

Ely has been chosen as one 
of the most desired locations, 
alongside Manchester, Bath 
and Leeds. 

It is believed that the 
clinics will open in large 
supermarkets, and residents 
believe that if Ely does get 
one, it will be built if Tesco 
wins planning permission to 
build a larger store in Angel 
Drove. 

Michael Carter, of Bell 
Holt, Ely, said: “I think we 
should all be delighted with 
Cherie’s plans for Ely. 

“If we do get one of these 
clinics it will give residents 
more choice and it could 
really put Ely on the map. 

“The only concern I have is 
that it could be built if and 
when Tesco move and build 
their new store further down 
Angel Drove, which I’m pretty 
certain could be the case. I’d 
rather not see it being 
associated with Tesco.” 

The timetable for the plan 
has not yet been revealed but 
Mrs Blair is reported to have 
teamed up with American 
fund manager Gail Lese to 
raise around £65m for the 
groundbreaking venture. 

A spokeswoman for Tesco 
said that no discussions 
regarding the plans had 
taken place. 

A spokesman for NHS 
Cambridgeshire said: “We 
have no information regar¬ 
ding this private venture or 
what it would offer, so it is 
not possible to comment at 
this point in time.” 


Police warning after youth seized in drug crackdown 


A TEENAGER from 
was discovered in Ely 
with a stash of class-A 
drugs, a court heard. 

Kayode Lateef 19, 
was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of drugs offen¬ 
ces at an address in 
Ely as part of a special 
police crackdown. 

Officers were aware 
drug activity was 
taking place at the 
property and found 
Lateef there on August 
26 last year. 


Lateef, of Errington 
Close, Hatfield, Hert¬ 
fordshire, had trav¬ 
elled to Ely with 1.92g 
of cocaine, 5.85g of he¬ 
roin and 0.3g of 
cannabis in his poss¬ 
ession. 

He appeared at 
Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court and 
pleaded guilty to two 
charges of possession 
of a controlled drug of 
class A, and another 
charge of possession 


of a class B drug. 

Magistrates senten¬ 
ced Lateef to a 12- 
month community 
order with supervision 
and 40 hours of 
unpaid work. 

He was also ordered 
to pay £85 court costs. 

In the autumn, 
officers in Ely revealed 
that drug dealers were 
travelling from Lon¬ 
don to Ely. 

They said they have 
to be “on the ball” to 


keep class-A drug 
dealers out of the city 
and insisted dealers 
are being caught 
before they managed 
to establish a base. 

Officers believe Ely’s 
direct transport links 
with London make it a 
target for dealers. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary warned 
dealers that if they 
travel to the Ely area 
they will be caught. 


He said: “We will not 
tolerate the use or 
supply of drugs and 
are committed to 
targeting anyone 
involved in such 
criminality. 

“We use a range of 
tactics to crack down 
on drug crime and 
anyone caught using 
or supplying illegal 
substances in East 
Cambridgeshire faces 
arrest and pro¬ 
secution.” 
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Watches may lead to 
pensioner’s murderer 


IMAGES have been released of 
four watches like those stolen in 
a botched burglary ending in 
the brutal murder of a 
Chittering pensioner. 

Detectives investigating the 
murder of Llywelyn Thomas, 76, 
hope someone may have seen 
or been offered the timepieces 
for sale. 

The retired farmer from 
South Wales was discovered at 
his home in Ely Road on 
Sunday, December 18. It is 
thought he had been killed the 
previous evening during a 
botched burglary. 

Four distinctive watches were 
found to be missing from the 
home, along with a black 


leather horseshoe wallet and a 
silver tea set. 

Now police have released 
images of similar watches in the 
hope of tracing them. 

Det Supt Jeff Hill said: “These 
watches are very distinctive and 
I would urge anyone who has 
been offered them for sale, or 
knows of their whereabouts to 
call police. 

“Mr Thomas was brutally 
killed in his own home and it is 
vitally important we catch those 
who are responsible.”

County exam 
results show 
improvement 

GCSE performance at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire schools has 
improved - although the area 
has slipped down the national 
league tables. 

The figures for GCSE and A- 
level age pupils, released by 
the Department for Edu¬ 
cation, are designed to give 
parents an idea of how 
schools are faring. 

Although last summer 59.2 
per cent of youngsters in the 
county attained a higher 
percentage of at least five A* 
to C GCSE grades including 
English and maths on the 
previous year, Cambridge¬ 
shire has fallen in the ran¬ 
kings of local authority areas 
from 38 to 64. 

The county’s sixth-formers 
came 31st nationally for the 
average A-level points score 
per candidate, down from 
25th the previous year. 

In the GCSE rankings, the 
King’s School Ely came fifth, 
Soham Village College came 
28th, Witchford Village 
College came 32nd and Ely 
College came 36th. 

In the A-level rankings, 
King’s came 11th and Ely 
College came 26th. 

Cambridgeshire’s top GCSE 
performers were The Leys 
School and for A-levels, it was 
the Stephen Perse Foun¬ 
dation.

A WATCHMAKER 
who has owned 
businesses in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for 
more than a decade 
has been declared 
bankrupt.

Call grows for 
rail upgrade

IMPROVEMENTS to a 
major railway junction 
would boost train services 
and the economy. 

That’s the message from MPs 
and councils who are calling for a 
multi-million pound upgrade of 
the Ely North Junction. 

MPs and representatives from 
Cambridgeshire, Suffolk and 
Norfolk county councils and 
Network Rail bosses attended a 
meeting in Westminster last 
Wednesday, calling for the 
upgrade as soon as possible. 

The work is predicted to cost 
£10m. 

The Ely North Junction is in 
Queen Adelaide and links 
London, Norwich, Cambridge, 
Peterborough and King’s Lynn. 

MPs and transport chiefs say 
upgrading it will improve all rail 
services, and that many lines 
could become half-hourly 
services if the work goes ahead. 
They insist it would also boost 
business in East Anglia. 

Andy Tyler, secretary of the Fen 
Line Users’ Association, said: “It’s 
absolutely vitally important - it’s a

growing successful line between 
King’s Lynn, Ely and Cambridge. 

“We have been calling for a 
long period for a half-hourly 
service. We’re delighted that local 
MPs are pressing for it, we 
support that very much.” 

South East Cambridgeshire MP 
Jim Paice said: “It seems clear to 
me that upgrading the Ely North 
Junction will help unlock the 
economic potential of the wider 
region by allowing more frequent 
services from King’s Lynn and 
Norwich via Ely, and so can only 
be a good thing. 

“The upgrade will also benefit 
Ely itself - more trains per hour 
travelling between Ely and 


Cambridge/London is good news 
for commuters, businesses and 
tourists alike.” 

Cambridge MP Julian Huppert 
said: “Any improvements which 
make rail travel faster and more 
efficient for Cambridge com¬ 
muters and travellers and those 
across the region are very 
welcome. 

“Improvements which bring 
faster connections and faster 
travel times for passengers and 
the opportunity to carry more 
freight by rail offer real benefits to 
this region as a whole. 

“If we don’t keep pushing rail as 
a real alternative to other forms of 
travel we risk greater congestion 
on our roads and greater harm to 
our environment.” 

Alex Plant, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s executive 
director of environment services, 
said: “The East of England and 
Cambridgeshire/Peterborough in 
particular are in an ideal position 
to lead the country towards an 
economic recovery. 

“To ensure we succeed we need 
to make sure the necessary 
infrastructure is in place to 
support the skills, expertise and 
business acumen we have.” 
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City supports 
parking charges 


PLANS to bring par¬ 
king charges to Ely 
are being supported 
by the City of Ely 
Council. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr 
John Yates, and his 
fellow city coun¬ 
cillors have written 
to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil to confirm their 
support for the 
proposed charges 
scheme. 

Cllr Yates said: 
“There is currently 
no real parking 
regime in Ely and 
we need one. 

“The city council 
has written to the 
district council as 
part of the consult¬ 
ation process and 
we do support the 
scheme which is 
proposed. We feel 
the scheme which 
the authority has 
come up with 
responds directly to 
the needs of those 
who travel into Ely 
frequently, as well as 
taking into account 
the concerns of 
residents and busi¬ 
ness owners.” 

For the past 10 
weeks, the district 
council has held a 
public consultation 


over the contro¬ 
versial proposal. 
The consultation 
ended on Tuesday. 

Residents and 
traders insist the 
move will kill city- 
centre trade and 
divert more people 
to out-of-town sup¬ 
ermarkets. 

Last year, a 
groundbreaking 
review carried out 
by high street guru 
Mary Portas for 
David Cameron 
used Ely as a case 
study and criticised 
the district council 
for its “poor cons¬ 
ultation with local 
people”. 

She also blasted it 
for pushing forward 
parking charges, for 
supporting out-of- 
town development 
and for failing to 
listen to residents. 

District council 
leader Peter Moakes, 
insists the results of 
the consultation, 
together with the 
12,000-signature 
strong petition 
handed to the 
authority by the Ely 
Traders’ Association, 
will be analysed 
before any plans are 
pursued further.

LEAD thieves have stripped 
thousands of pounds' worth from 
the Old Bishop's Palace in Ely - for 
the second time in 12 months. 

They climbed onto the roof of the Grade 
I listed building on Palace Green before 
stealing about £15,000 of lead and leaving 
a trail of destruction behind them. 

It is the second time in a year that the 
palace has been a target for metal thieves. 

Mark Hart, director of operations at the 
King’s School Ely, which owns the lease of 
the palace, estimates the damage to have 
cost about £15,000. 

He said that lead thefts from other 
school buildings, including King’s 
Acremont, in Egremont Street, and the 
school’s Hermitage buildings, had cost 
£20,000 to repair. 

He said: “We’ve been hit quite badly by 
lead thieves. It’s extremely frustrating as 
whatever we do to try and stop them they 
manage to find a way in and onto the 
roofs. The palace roof was stripped last 
year and they’ve done it again. We’re 
awaiting the quote from our insurers but I 
estimate it to be around £15,000.” 


He added: “The police are doing their 
best to catch these people but it seems 
buildings in the Ely area are being 
constantly targeted." 

The theft at the palace happened 
overnight on Friday, January 13. 

King’s is currently renovating the 
building, which is owned by the Church 
Commissioners, to provide a new sixth- 
form centre, additional boarding 
accommodation and offices in time for 
September. 

Data released by the Freedom of 
Information act show that lead and metal 
worth almost £4m has been stolen in 
Cambridgeshire over the last three years, 
linked by police to big increases in the 
price of metal, driven by demand for raw 
materials from China. 

In 2009, a total of 793 metal thefts took 
place. In 2010 that figure doubled to 1,443 
thefts, and then to 1,519 thefts in 2011. 

Police are sharing intelligence with 
other forces across the country and 
working with scrap metal dealers in a bid 
to crack down on the thefts.

A spokeswoman for 
NBTY Europe said the 
firm is currently “seeking 
alternative positions” for 
staff affected by the move.

Both companies are 
now in administration 
due to financial issues.

Charities await 
budget decision 


CHARITIES are set for 
mixed fortunes under 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council's fresh bud¬ 
get proposals. 

It could be good news for 
Care and Repair East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, possibly for Ely and 
Soham Dial-a-Ride but not for 
Ely’s Citizens Advice Bureaux 
(CAB) or organisations which 
benefit from the district’s 
recycling credits. 

The hard-up council has 
published its proposed budget 
for 2012/13, which bosses insist 
will enable them to meet the 
£2.6m savings needed by 2015. 
The plan is to increase council 
tax by 2.95 per cent - but to not 
make any further redundancies 
or axe any further services. 

In the past 12 months, 
Soham-based charity Care and 
Repair East Cambridgeshire, 
which helps vulnerable people 


carry out essential work in their 
homes, has lost out in £7,500 
council funding. 

Ely’s CAB has lost out in 
£6,833, community bus service 
Ely and Soham Dial-a-Ride has 
had £25,490 cut and charities in 
the district which run bottle 
and clothes bank have lost out 
in a combined £16,000. 

Members of the council’s 
scrutiny committee have now 
voted to reinstate Care and 
Repair with a £7,500 grant in 
2012/13. 

However, Ely CAB will not be 
reinstated and will have a 
further funding cut similar to 
last year. Charities which ben¬ 
efit from recycling credits will 
also continue to lose out under 
the proposals. 

Instead of charities receiving 
cash for every tonne they 
recycle, they will receive a flat 
rate of just £78 a year for each 
recycling bank. 

Some committee members 


proposed to reinstate Dial-a- 
Ride with a £25,490 grant; 
however, the majority refused. 

The proposal for the charity is 
that officers will now consult 
them to “agree a contribution to 
their overheads”. 

Council leader Peter Moakes 
said: “As we looked at our 
budget this year, we made the 
conscious decision to help 
those who are most vulnerable 
and who are less able to raise 
funds. 

“This is why we are pleased to 
support Care and Repair in the 
next financial year - they are a 
small organisation but their 
work really does help to change 
lives by assisting people to have 
greater use of their homes. 

“While we would obviously 
like to money to more organ¬ 
isations we do have a very 
limited budget.” 

The proposals will go before 
the full council on February 23 
for the final decision.

Council’s playing 
percentage game 

Sir, I was annoyed to see that county, 
district and parish councils, plus the 
fire service and police, all intend to 
reject the offered Government grant 
and instead dip their fingers even 
deeper into our wallets.

difficulties this year. 

It seems to me that the reason for 
their decision is just a propaganda 
exercise based on the old percentages 
game - if they sneak in a 2.95 per cent 
rise for 2012/2013, and they take 
another 3 per cent rise next year 
2013/2014, this of course adds up to 
an increase of almost 6 per cent on 
what we are paying now. Alternatively, 
they could take the Government grant 
and freeze the tax for 2012/2013 and 
put it up by 6 per cent if required 
2013/2014. The end result to the 
councils would be the same 
whichever option was taken, but the 
taxpayer would save £50 which would 
be funded by the Government grant if 
tax was frozen this coming year. 

The propaganda issue is that raising 
the tax by 6 per cent next year looks a 
lot worse to the taxpayer than raising 
it by 3 per cent - by next year most 
people will have forgotten this year’s 
unnecessary 3 per cent increase. 

I would also like to know why each 
authority is putting up its tax by the 
same amount, 2.95 per cent. This 
doesn’t sound to me like a budget 
need or else each authority would be 
different. It is more like collusion to 
obtain a capped maximum increase. 
As usual, our councils always go for 
the maximum. 

Ordinary taxpayers are suffering with 
higher taxes and costs of living. We are 
all hoping for better times ahead. 
Councillors should recognise this and 
not place yet another burden on local 
people. Instead they should accept 
the Government grant as councils 
around us in other areas have done. 
Mind you, if Cambridgeshire county 
councillors eventually manage to 
push through their 25 per cent pay 
rise, I guess they will be well in pocket.

Sir, according to the latest 
information from the county council 
regarding bus subsidies, even though 
81 per cent disagreed with the 
withdrawal of subsidies, apparently 
this is still under review. 

I am also aware that a few 
discussions have been taking place in 
our local parish area on alternative 
solutions. It worries me that these 
decisions are being made by people 
who do not use or need to rely on 
public transport.

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School burglar is 
snared by pupils 

Youngsters raise alert during seventh break-in

A BURGLAR who broke 
into the King’s School Ely 
seven times was even¬ 
tually caught by police - 
thanks to eagle-eyed 
students. 

Glen Graham, 24, gained entry 
to boarding accommodation at 
the school’s Hereward Hall six 
times during the half-term break 
between October 21 and 
November 7 last year, as well as 
on November 15. 

It was on November 15 that 
boarders spotted Graham 
lurking in the five-floor building 
and having never seen him 
before, they raised the alarm. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard how a group of male 
students confronted Graham 
and that he then ran out of the 
building. 

But the determined young¬ 
sters ran after him almost as far 
as Tesco, in Angel Drove, before 
they lost sight of him. 

Graham, who was living at

Peterborough YMCA at the time, 
was arrested by police later that 
day. Officers searched his room 
at the YMCA, where they 
discovered a rucksack with two 
mobile phones, a notepad, 
Freeview boxes and a mixing 
deck. 

Graham pleaded guilty to 
burgling the school on seven 
occasions and was jailed for 18 
months by fudge Jonathan 


Haworth. The court also heard 
how Graham had previously 
burgled Peterborough College, 
Stamford College and Regent 
Sixth-Form College in Leicester, 
which were among his 33 
convictions for 61 offences. 

Sue Freestone, head at King’s, 
praised Judge Haworth for 
sending Graham to prison. 

She said: “King’s is an extre¬ 
mely safe place for both students 
and staff to be. 

“We have swipe cards, ID pads 
and many other security devices 
and still to this day, we do not 
know how this man got inside 
Hereward Hall. 

“As with all properties, I 
suppose, if someone is deter¬ 
mined to get inside then they 
will do exactly that. 

“What is inspiring here is the 
way the students dealt with the 
incident. 

“They were alert and con¬ 
fronted the man, and instantly 
recognised that something 
wasn’t right, which led to his 
arrest. 

“I’m pleased that justice has 
been served.”

Tesco staff 
fear for jobs 

Opening of new Sainsbury’s blamed 


TESCO bosses insist jobs at their 
store in Ely are not at risk - 
although workers say otherwise. 

Part-time staff at the store in Angel 
Drove say they have been told that they 
and temporary workers could soon lose 
their jobs. 

They claim Tesco is worried about the 
impact the opening of a new Sainsbury’s 
in Ely will have and that staff numbers 
may be cut as a result. 

Residents who have recently applied for 
temporary jobs at the store also say they 
been told that the company will not be 
recruiting any at the branch. 

Tesco admits they are expecting “some 
impact” when Sainsbury’s opens - but 
insist jobs are not at risk. 

However, one part-time employee said: 
“The bosses are definitely worried about 
Sainsbury’s opening. They know, as well as 
we do, that a new, state-of-the-art Sains¬ 
bury’s in Ely is going to affect trade at 
Tesco. 

“It’s going to give people more choice 
and obviously people are going to leave 
Tesco to check the new Sainsbury’s out. 

“We’ve been warned that part-time jobs 
could be at risk and that temps will 
certainly not be taken on any time soon. 

“I’ve even applied to Sainsbury’s for a 
job as I’m quite worried about my existing 
one here.” 

A mum from Sutton, whose teenage

daughter recently applied for a temp job 
at Tesco, added: “My daughter wanted 
some weekend work but she was told 
outright by the managers that they would 
not be recruiting any. 

“They told her that they wouldn’t be 
taking any on because they were aware 
that the new Sainsbury’s store in Ely 
would affect their trade.” 

The claims come just days after Sains¬ 
bury’s announced they would be opening 
their new store in Lisle Lane, Ely, in mid- 
February - almost a month earlier than 
expected. 

The massive store will boast a large 
cafe, complete with views of Ely 
Cathedral, a TU Clothing store, a ‘click 
and collect’ service for people who order 
products online, as well as a pharmacy 
and an optician. 

But a spokeswoman for Tesco insists 
staff’s jobs are not at risk. 

She said: “Our store in Ely is busy and 
very popular with customers, and our 
staff enjoy working there. 

“Of course, we are expecting some 
impact when Sainsbury’s opens but we 
have no plans to change our operations as 
a result. It’s very much business as usual 
and we look forward to continuing to offer 
excellent service to all our customers.”

Abandoned pet calls rise again 


THE number of calls made to the RSPCA 
concerning abandoned animals rose last 
year - for the fifth year running. 

In the past five years, the number of 
animal abandonment calls has increased 
by 31 per cent. 

The charity is urging people who cannot 
look after their pet to take it to a shelter - 
not to dump it. 

Last year, the charity took 28,162 
abandonment calls, compared to 27,755 in 
2010. In 2007, the total was just 21,481. 

Inspector Tony Woodley said: “Although 
it is tempting to blame the economic 


situation, we have no real idea of why the 
number of abandonments is increasing 
overall. 

“It is so frustrating to think that the 
messages about caring for animals just 
aren’t getting through to some people. 

“Whatever the reason, owners have a 
legal responsibility to seek help for their 
animal and if this means making a bit of 
effort to find a good new home, or just 
waiting a few days until someone can take 
the animal in, this is what they must do.”

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Sainsbury’s under fire 
over crossing scheme

A PEDESTRIAN crossing 
built in Ely as part of the 
city's new Sainsbury’s 
development has been 
criticised by residents. 

People say the new crossing 
at the bottom of Forehill, 
close to the junction with 
Lisle Lane, is different to what 
was proposed - and in a 
different location. 

Residents in Forehill and 
Waterside are particularly 
disgruntled as they say they 
woke up to discover workmen 
digging up their street without 
prior notice or consultation. 

District and city Cllr Will 
Burton, who lives in Forehill, 
says he is shocked at 
Sainsbury’s “lack of comm¬ 
unication”. 

He said: “As far as I was 
aware, this crossing was going 
to be outside number 46, 


Forehill. Now it’s outside 
number 48. 

“I was also under the 
impression it was going to be 
a raised pedestrian crossing 


but now it’s a flat one. 

“Don’t get me wrong, I 
completely welcome this new 
pedestrian crossing as I think 
when Sainsbury’s opens we 


will certainly need it. 

“But I am quite shocked 
and worried by the lack of 
communication here. 

“We woke up to discover the 
road outside our house being 
chopped up and we hadn’t 
been given any prior notice. 

“I don’t want them to move 
the crossing - I’m just worried 
at the lack of consideration 
given to residents. 

“As a local councillor, I’ve 
had others raising their 
concerns about this to me, 
too.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said that the location 
and the design of the ped¬ 
estrian crossing was approved 
as part of Sainsbury’s 
planning permission which 
was granted in 2010. 

The spokesman added: 
“This was not altered or 
reviewed in subsequent 
applications from 

Sainsbury’s. 

“As a planning authority we 


would not specify the type of 
pedestrian crossing which 
would be required and it is 
the responsibility of the 
contractor/Sainsbury’s to 
inform residents of any work 
which they are set to carry 
out.” 

Sainsbury’s has apologised 
to residents who were not 
consulted. 

A spokesman for the 
supermarket giant said: “The 
location and design of the 
pedestrian crossing were 
discussed and agreed with the 
council to maximise safety for 
pedestrians. 

“Sainsbury’s is committed 
to being a good neighbour 
and we would like to 
apologise if residents were 
not informed of the changes 
and the details of the const¬ 
ruction.” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the new Sainsbury’s 
store, in Lisle Lane, is due to 
open in the next few weeks. 


Man stole to pay 
fare to hospital 

A MAN stole chocolate biscuits 
and make-up to pay his bus 
fare to hospital, a court heard. 
Michael King, 32, had an 
abscess on his wrist and did 
not have enough money to get 
to Addenbrooke’s to get it 
checked out, Cambridge 
magistrates heard.

Sandeep Kainth, mitigating, 
said: “He had no money, and 
aimed to sell the cosmetics to 
pay for the bus to get there. He 
has now been treated with 
antibiotics.” 

King was fined £50, ordered to 
pay court costs of £35 and a 
victim surcharge of £15.

cinematographer Pawel Edelman to 
move the argument around the 
enclosed space, shooting from different 
angles to draw imaginary battlelines 
between the couples as they vie for 
supremacy.

Fruit crops 


T HIS year’s mild winter may 
lead to reduced fruit crops 
this autumn with a 
subsequent rise in prices, 
according to the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS). 

Most hardy fruit plants need a period 
of chilling during winter to encourage 
flowering. Without this cold effect, 
evidence shows that crops, including 
blackcurrants, cherries and some apple 
types which have a particularly high 
chilling requirement, may be reduced. 

The other potential problem is that if 
there is not a prolonged cold period, 
plants will start growing earlier than 
normal and may flower early too, putting 
them at a greater risk of damage if there 
is frost in April and early May. 

Early flowering could mean less fruit 
being set as there may be fewer 
pollinating insects around. The current 
cold spell may help but RHS fruit experts 
suggest that a colder and longer spell of 
weeks is needed to ensure that growth and 
flowering development is held back. 

“We have already seen buds on the 
trees beginning to swell,” says Jim 
Arbury, RHS fruit and trials specialist. 

“I have noticed that two of our autumn- 
fruiting raspberries were flowering. This 
shouldn’t be a problem as the canes will 
be cut to ground level in February. More 
worrying is that our blackberry cultivar 
‘Silvan’ is also flowering and is therefore 
likely to have a reduced crop.” 

There’s only a limited amount 
gardeners can do to reduce the damage. 

Arbury advises: “If gardeners have 
only one or two fruit bushes that have 
started filling their buds, these can be

covered with some horticultural fleece or 
an old curtain if it looks like there is 
going to be frost overnight.” 

However, what you may lose in apples, 
you may gain in figs, says Guy Barter, 
RHS chief horticultural adviser. 

“Figs don’t need cold over winter to 
flower. The fig flowers inside the fruit and 
a milder winter like this is perfect for 
them, leading to earlier crops and bigger 
harvests.” 

However, the tips of branches that carry 
fruit are vulnerable to frost and a potential 
crop can be ruined during cold weather. 

Protect figs in winter by covering the 
bare branches with a few layers of 
horticultural fleece or by packing the fan- 
trained branches with straw. Remove the 
fleece or packing by the end of May. 

Greenhouse fruits such as nectarines 
and peaches should flower earlier, 
although they will still be in their 
dormant state until March, when flowers 
begin to form. 

If you’re new to greenhouse gardening, 
invest in a thermometer and avoid 
overheating the glasshouse, but also make 
sure you take the greatest care to avoid 
the flowers becoming frosted if there’s a 
late cold spell.

On warm summer afternoons, open up 
the greenhouse to let pollinating insects 
do their work. 

If the warm winter followed by late 
frost hinders your apple harvest, try other 
types for more success. 

Barter advises: “Amateur growers can 
buy late-flowering cultivars, including 
‘Court Pendu Plat’, an ancient French 
dessert variety which flowers at the 
beginning of May, or the cooking 
varieties ‘Crawley Beauty’, the latest 
flowering apple, or ‘Edward VII’.

CONTINUITY and hard work has been 
a recipe for success at Ely City this 
season, according to Alan Alsop. 

The Robins’ manager saw his team go 
15 games unbeaten in the Ridgeons 
League, Premier Division and, 
following a 2-0 defeat at Norwich 
United on December 3, are now on a 
seven-game undefeated run, the latest 
of which was a 0-0 draw at Diss Town 
on Saturday.
